It has been one of the prominent doc- 


trines of our opponents that the great object of 
government is to take care of itself, to provide 
means to carry on its business and pay its offi- 
cers, and keep the machine in motion, and that 
in matters of revenue and currency it is bound 
to look only to its own interests, as independent 


of, if not antagonistical to, the people. 
The 


whigs, on the other hand, regard government as 
a means, and not as an end, and hold that its 
first duty is to look aftef, and foster, and protect 
the great industrial interests of the country, and 
that it has not fulfilled its objects and its duties, 
when it has provided simply for its own exis- 
tence and the support ot its dependents and offi- 
cers. 
These different views of government and 


its duties lead one party to look only to revenue 


for government, and the other to higher and 
and mote extended viewaof protection and sup- 
port to the people and their undivided interests. 
The doctrine that revenue is the only legitimate 
purpose of a tariff, comes from this narrow, self- 


ish, and revolting doctrine, 
it is of the same 


family, with the Sub-Treasury and other kin- 
dred schemes. 


But it is some times said, so long as we have 


duties, it is of no consequence whether they are 
laid for revenue or for protection, and that the 
governmentjnust for years need so much reve- 
nue that any tariff that can be made must give 
at least incidental protection. 


Now it is true that it may happen sometimes 


that duties for protection and for revenue may 
coincide and operate well for both purposes. But 
it is manilest that in many cases the two objects 
must be diametrically opposed. 
If revenue is 


wanted, the obje<< is to fix upon such a duty on 
any given article as shall secure the greatest a- 
mount of revenue. 
This looks to importation, 


and to such a duty as shall encourage the intro- 
duction of the article into the country. 
Without 


importation there can be no revenue. 
Protec- 


tion looks to such a duty as shall enable our own 
farmers, artizans, and manufacturers to compete 
on fair terms, and supply the market. 
To illus- 


trate—By the tariff, cheese pays a duty of 9 cts 
pet pound. This operates as protection to the 


farmer. 
Very little, if any cheese is imported, 


and of course very little or no revenue is derived 


from this article. 
But, on revenue principles, 


the duty should be one, two, or three cents per 
pound, and then revenue would follow,and for- 
eign cheese would come in and take the place of 
hat made here. The same remark would apply 
to most other articles. 
Foreign butter pays a 


duty by the Whig tariff of 5 cents per pound— 
potatoes 10 cents per bushel—corn and oats 10 
cents per bushel—wheat 25 cents per bushel- 
foreign caught fish $1 per quintal—mackerel and 
her ring $1,50 per barrel—Salmon $2 per barrel. 
On manufactured wood 30 per cent on its value; 
on wharf timber and cord wood 20 per cent on 
its value—On beef and pork 2 cents per pound. 
These are protective, if not prohibitory duties,in 
which we in Maine are directly interested. 


Now Governor Anderson and his party say you 


must not look, in framing your law, to the ob- 
ject here clearly manifested, viz : to give the A- 
merican market to the American farmer,lumber- 


man, 
wood-chopper and fisherman,but yon must 


put on such a duty on fish, agricultural products 
and cord wood as will bring in and secure the 
greatest amount of duty on the foreign articles 


from New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Canada or 
elsewhere,and thus obtain a revenue.

stance—as the duties now stand, no foreign fish 
are now imported—of course, no revenue.—Let 
the duty be 25 cents instead of one dollar, and 
the article would come in, and revenue be real- 
ized. But how would our fishermen like this? 
The illustration might be carried on by citing va- 
rious other articles. In short, duties having rev- 
enue solely for their object, can never go any 
higher than the point of the greatest importation. 
They hold out encouragement to the foreign la- 
borer—not the American workingman. 
They 


invite and desire only the work of other lands. 
The moment our workingmen are able to com- 
pete with the foreigners, and supply the market, 
the duty must go down in order to secure reve- 
nue, and invite importations. 
There can be no 


stability or certainty—no system of protection- 
no aid to labor in lU competition with the half 
starved operatives of the old world. 
This at- 


tempt to introduce this naked revenue principle 
must be resisted. It yields at once the great and 
vital question, and, if assented to, will destroy 
the whole fabric, under which we are now flour- 
ishing. 
We have a good Protective Tariff, 


thanks to a Whig Congress. 
It has done, and 


is doing wonders in reviving confidence and giv- 
ng impulse to labor. 
Its friends must stand 


ifirm. The Whig party is the only one that can 
be relied upon to uphold and defend it.
